L. On 2h and 25 April, component units of the 3rd Guards AT Artillery Brigade 
located in the Flak Kaserne in Brandenburg left for Altengrabow. 


2. On 19 April, a troop train was dispatched from Grimma to Doebeln. On the 
night of 29 April, a troop unit located in the Elsner Kaserne in Grimms left 
toward Bad Lausick. On 30 April, the two barracks installations in Grimma 
quartered only rear details. It was learned that the first elements of the 
units stationed in Grimma arrived in Schwepnitz north of Koenigsbrueck on 
1 May. 


On 1 and 2 May, the Flak Kaserne in Merseburg quartered only 150 men. 


4. During the period from 23 to 28 April, only vehicles belonging to the 57th 
Guards Rifle Division and one vehicle each belonging to the Air Force and 
the GOFG were observed in the Kindel area. 


5. On 26 and 27 April, engineer units with 150 vehicles arrived at the Rosslau 
engineer training site on the Elbe River. Other engineer units are expected 
there .* 


6. Units of an AT artillery brigade from Oranienburg detrained from two trains 25x1 
at Neustrelitz on 28 April.**
